1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or make obvious the claimed pyrotechnically ruptureable composite structure. 
Specifically the prior art fails to show a structure able to transmit forces between first and second 
structural elements and separate the elements upon actuation of a pyrotechnic separation means 
where the structure comprises a first part in which pyrotechnic means is incorporated and is 
connected to the first element; a second part which is connected to the second element; and a 
rigid assembly means connecting the first and second parts which includes a damping means 
arranged between the ends of the first and second parts which damps the shock propagating from 
the first part when the pyrotechnic means is detonated. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
pajonent of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed.

Cleveland (7,261,038), Cleveland (7,127,994), and Forys et al is cited as being of 
interest since they disclose pyrotechnically actuated separation means with lowered shock 
means.
